America chooses President Bush, but 
Wilmington goes with Senator Kerry 


By STEPHEN BJORK 

WILMINGTON - Local voters 
reported to the polls in high 
numbers during the State 
Election on Tuesday, November 
2, and chose Democrat Senator 
John Kerry for the United 
States presidency. 

Nationally, however, Kerry 
conceded to Republican 
President George W. Bush on 
Wednesday morning. At press 
time, the final figures of the 
Electoral College had not yet 
been determined, but President 
Bush had secured enough of a 
tally to remain in the White 
House for four more years. 
Also at press time, the national 
popular vote indicated a Bush 
win by more than 3 million 
votes. Unofficial election 
results show Bush with 
57,347,286 votes and Kerry with 
53,692,218 votes. 

Wilmington polling locations 
welcomed 11,269 voters on 
Tuesday, representing 75 per- 
cent of the 15,048 registered 
voters in town. Wilmington saw 
nearly 11,000 voters at the polls 


during the 2000 Presidential 
Election. 

The Democratic ticket of, 
Senator Kerry and Senator 
John Edwards garnered 5,835 
votes from Wilmington, win- 
ning each precinct, albeit by 
slim margins. 

The Republican ticket of 
President Bush and Vice 
President Dick Cheney 
received 5,304 of Wilmington’s 
votes, 

Kerry also took the popular 
vote of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts with 1,771,381 
votes to Bush's 1,055,146. 

The Wilmington Middle 
School and Wilmington High 
School (WHS) held mock elec- 
tions for the presidential race 
and the results were announced 
by State Representative James 
Miceli during an Election Day 
party held at the Wilmington 
Memorial Library.

Route 93/95 Interchange 


Officials get first look at 
what's causing traffic woes 


STONEHAM - The rooftop of 
a Woburn business provided the 
1-93/1-95 Interchange Task 
Force with its first insights into 
the mechanisms that create 
traffic snafus along the two 
roadways. 

Unveiling video footage in 
Stoneham Town Hall recently 
that was filmed during the 
week of Columbus Day, Rick 
Azzalina, a representative for 
the Needham-based consulting 
firm the Louis Berger Group 
(LBG), told members of the 
advisory committee that one 
loop of the interchange appears 
to have a cascading effect on 
the entire region. 

Warning that the footage - 
taken of the top of a building at 
Cumming's Office Park near I- 
95 - only offered a single day's 
glimpse into traffic patterns on 
the two highways, Azzalina 
pointed two lanes of stagnant 
vehicles on 1-93 North waiting 
to transfer onto 1-95 South. 

Because the loop-ramp bottle- 
necked into one lane, the two 
lanes of waiting traffic blocked 
vehicles' ability to take advan- 
tage of the entire highway. And 
with traffic also backing up on 
the interchange itself, cars 
traveling on 1-95 South were 
also forced to slow down in the 
face of a constant line of merg- 
ing vehicles - a factor that fur- 
ther backlogged a separate 
loop-ramp just beyond the 
merging vehicles' path, said 
Azzalina. 

“The interesting aspect is 
what you don’t see in this 
video,” said Azzalina, referring 
to the out-of-view traffic on 1-93 
that backed up. “There were 
two lanes forming on I-93 
North trying to get to 1-95 
South. Because of this heavy 
congestion, the loop-ramp 
backs up. So basically, one 
ramp in the entire system 
affects all three quadrants. 
And that's because of the limit- 
ed ability for vehicles to move 
and weave on the highway.” 

While some task force mem- 
bers questioned what impact 
lane drops further north on I- 
9% had on evening traffic, LBG 
spokesman. Bill Schwartz said 
the footage illustrated that the 
interchange region appeared to 
create separate issues. 

“This isn't coming further 
North from some place like 
Burlington. It’s somewhere in 
this general area that it's being 
bogged down. The issue fur- 
ther North is you have four 
lanes of capacity that goes into 
three lanes of capacity. It's a 
bottleneck essentially,” 
explained Schwartz. “That’s an 
issue of capacity, no doubt 
about it. But for the purpose of 
this study, we need to think 
about the interchange.” 

However, Reading resident 
Jeff Everson disputed 
Schwartz’s statement, saying 
that if other factors outside of 
the interchange region affected 
the traffic patterns on the two 


highways, then rebuilding the 
interchange might prove futile. 

Pointing to Mass Highway’'s 
own written guidelines, 
Everson said that the trans- 
portation agency's handbook 
dictated that construction 
improvements to highways 
should only be made if the 
roadways and interchanges 
impacted stayed within one 
rating system apart. 

More specifically, Everson 
claimed that if system-wide 
traffic problems on the high- 
ways themselves were destined 
to create ongoing problems, 
then the most sophisticated 
interchange _ improvements 
available would do nothing to 
alleviate traffic in the area. 

“I’m going by your perfor- 
mance specifications and these 
have never been mentioned in 
two years. And that’s my prob- 
lem. It’s not answering [these 
questions] to my satisfaction, 
it’s answering them to your sat- 
isfaction that you’ve met these 
specs,” said Everson, adding 
that if Mass Highway failed to 
properly account for the issues, 
federal funding ‘for the traffic 
improvements would never be 


granted. 
Responding to Everson's chal- 
lenge, Mass Highway's 


Planning Project Manager Bob 
Frey answered that the whole 
purpose of the study itself was 
to answer those questions. 

“Jeff, you’ve brought up these 
issues before and I think at 
every turn we've said we're 
going to look at it. I think 
that's what this whole effort is 
about. We're trying to quantify 
the problem so we can solve it,” 
Frey remarked. 

“I think you're putting the 
cart before the horse. 1 think 
you ask great questions but I 
respectfully request that you 
wait for your criticisms until 
you see the results of this 
study,” added Schwartz. 

Woburn Mayor John Curran 
also agreed with the sentiments 
of Frey and Schwartz, pointing 
to the city’s recent study for a 
new high school. 

“IL think there's truth to what 
he's..saying,” said Curran ‘pf 
Everson'’s critiques in a post- 
meeting interview. “But I think 
we're not that far along yet. 
We haven't identified the prob- 
lem. And I think once you iden- 
tify the problem, you deter- 
mine what the level of services 
are for the roadways.” 

Added the mayor, “The goals 
and objectives seem fine. They 
appear to address and incorpo- 
rate everything we wanted. 
But it’s a slow, slow process. 
Last time I heard, it's an $80 
million project. We went 
through a study with the high 
school that took us two years to 
get through. So when you get 
to a project of this magnitude, 
it's not that much of an issue to 
take two years to get to this 
point.”

The Olin -property in 


Wilmington consists of 53 
acres, but the estimated limits 
of contaminant migration 
appear to nearly double that 
area, extending as far as 
Chestnut Street. A small por- 
tion of the site overlaps the 
Maple Meadow Landfill and 
another one runs into Woburn 
by the Municipal Landfill 

In 1953 a chemical manufac- 
turing facility was constructed 
at the Eames Street location 
and was subsequently owned 
and operated by at least three 
different companies prior to 
Olin’s purchase of the property 
in 1980. 

The facility primarily manu- 
factured chemical blowing 
agents, stabilizers, antioxidants 
and other specialty chemicals 
for the rubber and plastics 
industry and generated liquid 
waste which was disposed of on 
site. 

Wastewater was not the only 
form, of contamination intro- 
duced to the site. Drums con- 
taining organic chemicals were 
buried on the property; there 
are reports of spills of leaks of 
various chemicals. 

The Olin property was first 
listed by the DEP as a Location 
to Be Investigated in 1987. Olin 
applied for a Waiver of 
Approvals, which was granted 
by the DEP in 1989 and classi- 
fied the property as a Non- 
Priority Site. It was believed at 
that time that any contami- 
nants were contained to the 
property and had no impact on 
the town water supply.

Sullivan -also- suggested that 
Onusseit explore the chance 
that the town keep the facility 
open on weekends, let residents 
use it if they have purchased a 
card costing maybe $5, and ship 
the waste to a private facility 
during the week. 

Other towns, such as 
Stoneham, Wakefield and 
Reading, let residents use their 
recycling facilities if they have 
on them a card that they have 
purchased for anywhere 
between $10 and $25. Sullivan 
stated that revenue generated 
by card purchases could help 
pay for an operator at the site. 

“That’s certainly possible,” 
Onusseit said.

Golf coach leaves program in terrific shape 


Fessenden hangs it 
up after 20 years

Every coach should be so for- 
tunate as to retire at the top of 
his game the way that 
Wilmington High golf coach Al 
Fessenden recently —_ did. 
Fessenden called it quits last 
week after a brilliant 20 year 
career that included one state 
championship, two Sectional 
litles and five appearances in 


great teams and great players 
eome and go in his years at the 
helm of the Wildcats, but the 
last few years have definitely 
stood out more than any others, 
as the Wildeats won the state 
championship in 2000 and 
North Sectional titles in 2001 
and 2003. This season the 
Wildcats completed a perfect 

12-0 regular season before end- 
ing up in a three way tie for the 
séctional title, and finishing 
third on a tiebreaker. 

It’s no surprise then, that 
when asked in the immediate 
aftermath of his retirement 
where his thoughts lie at the 
moment that Fessenden did not 
have to look far back into his 
memory book. 

“What’s going through my 
mind right now is what a way to 
end a career,” Fessenden said. 
“This season the kids per- 
formed beyond expectations, 
and they really met each chal- 
lenge. And it was not just one 
or two kids either, it seemed 
like a different kid in each 
match.” 

Several of Fessenden’s teams 
struggled early on in his career 
as the Wildcats competed in the 
tough Merrimack Valley 
Conference, That all changed 
in 1995, the Wildcats first year 
in the Cape Ann League. While 


acknowledging that playing in 
the MVC was very tough, 
Fessenden also feels that his 
team’s fortunes were due to 
change regardless of the 
change of leagues. 

“One of the biggest things I 
remember is how the caliber of 
golf changed when we switched 
to the Cape Ann,” Fessenden 
said. “I don’t think it had any- 
thing to do with the league, it 
was just that the talent came in 
at that time. The seniors car- 
ried us and got us into our first 
state tournament and all of a 
sudden the program blos- 
somed.” 

Still it was the most recent 
crop of Wildcat golfers that will 
stand out as having the great- 
est impact on Fessenden’s 
remarkable career record of 
116-28-9, From the middle of 
the 1999 season through the 
2002 season the Wildcats went 
undefeated in 56 matches, post- 
ing a record of 53-0-3. While 
Fessenden was in command of 
those teams, he deferred the 
credit for the brilliant run to 
his players. 

“Not a lot of teams can claim 
to have had a run like that. 
Kids would graduate, but other 
kids would step up and it would 
just continue,” Fessenden said. 
“Those teams and the past cou- 
ple of years put Wilmington on 
the map as far as golf was con- 
cerned. Now people in the state 
know about Wilmington golf 
and what it represents.” 

Although Fessenden would 
not admit it, many people 
would argue that he was just as 
responsible for putting the pro- 
gram on the map. He came to 
the program in 1985 after sever- 
al years away from coaching. 
He had previously been the 
head coach of the Wilmington

ice hockey team from 1969 to 
1977, but had taken a tempo- 
rary retirement to care for his 
young family. By ‘85 he was 
ready to return, both to 
Wilmington High and the golf 
program, as well as an assis- 
tant coach for the Masconomet 
hockey team, where he coached 
until 2000. Fessenden loved his 
early years at Wilmington High 
behind the bench of the hockey 
team. 

“I was young and I learned a 
lot. Hockey has always been a 
big part of my life, and I was 
able to fulfill that by coaching,” 
Fessenden said. “I learned a 
lot about kids. Wilmington kids 
have always worked hard and 
always given 100% regardless 
of the sport.” 

As much as Fessenden loved 
his hockey days, he equally 
loved his time as coach of the 
golf team. The responsibilities 
are a little different coaching 
golf than in planning strategy 
for a hockey game, but the 
overall hob remains the same. 
He must make sure his players 
are as prepared as humanly 
possible. With the talent he has 
had with the golf team the past 
several years, his role has 
changed somewhat. 

“Each coach does something 
different,” Fessenden said. “If 
kids have a lot of talent like a 
lot of our players I spend a lot 
of time on course management 
and the psychological part of 
the game. Other kids you help 
with grips and technique, but 
the mental part is a big part of 
it.” 

Athletic Director Ed Harrison 
said that he spent some time 
with Fessenden over the course 
of the season and acknowl- 
edged the work he put in. 

“Al spent 20 years here and 
just did an absolutely fantastic 
job,” said Harrison. “Especially 
of late with all of the accolades 
that the teams and many of the 
individual golfers received. I 
think that’s not only a tribute to 
him but to the kids. I went to a 
couple of the matches this year 
and I went to the state final and 
just watching and listening to 
Al and the way he dealt with all 
of those kids was just an 
incredible job. There’s no doubt 
that he has some skilled kids, 
but how he handled the hob was 
just fantastic. He’s going to be 
sorely missed.” 

Fessenden retired from his 
job as a teacher in 2001, and 
now that he has left his coach- 
ing career behind, he can focus 
more of his time on his seven 
grandchildren, while also 
spending his winters in Florida. 

But whatever he is doing, he 
will always fondly look back on 
his days as a Wildcat. 

“Golfers are good kids. I have 
never met a bad kid. They are 
always respectful and I think 
that is as a result of their 
upbringing from their parents,” 
Fessenden said. “I enjoyed my 
time with the kids and I 
enjoyed-my time with the par- 
ents. It was mostly all good 
things. I was lucky to have 
these kids.”

When he left as a junior last 
year, Chris Murray had the new 
WHS cross country course 
record with a 16:44 time beating 
out former star Dan Vassallo by 
two seconds. 

But during the middle of this 
season, Murray saw his record 
setting time broken by a kid 
with the same name as he but 
from North Andover. 

Last Tuesday, he was able to 
get Chris Murray's name back 
on the record book but this one 
belonged to the senior from 
Wilmington High. Murray fin- 
ished first in the team’s double 
meet victory over Manchester- 
Essex and Ipswich with a new 
course record of 16:31. 

That was the last regular sea- 
son and home meet for Murray, 
who is an extremely hard work- 
ing and as genuine as they 
come. He said it kind of took 
him off guard. 

“I was wicked surprised 
because during that race I had 
no competition whatsoever,” 
said Murray. “We faced 
Manchester and Ipswich and 
they were the last two placed 
teams so I didn’t expect much 
when I started the race so I was 
taking it easy. But I felt really 
good that day and in the middle 
of the race I decided to really 
push it.” 

Out in front of the rest of the 
competition, Murray said he 
couldn’t help but glance at his 
watch a few times to see exact- 
ly how well he was doing. 

“After the first mile I looked 
at my watch and I’m like that 
can't be right I just did a 5:15 
mile,” said Murray. “Then I 
started to open up a bit. I had a 
10:30 time after the second mile 
so I figured to go for it.” 


Head coach Tom Bradley said 
that he’s had his share of tal- 
ented runners over the past few 
years, but what Murray did 
might not happen for quite 
some time. 

“That was out of nowhere,” 
said Bradley. “Chris had No 
competition. I told him to run 
with (teammate Tom) Miele 
and to just win and not worry 
about time. I figured that way 
he could save himself for the 
CAL Meet. When I looked at my 
watch I said to myself’ OK 
they'll be coming in within the 
next 20-30 seconds and all of a 
sudden I heard this voice say- 
ing ‘excuse me’ and it was 
Chris trying to get by (because 
I was in the way). That was 
ridiculous. 

“He must have been feeling 
great. There wasn’t any compe- 
tition. That’s a record I don't 
see being broken anytime soon. 
(Dan) Vassallo was fabulous 
and (Shayne) Gaffney wasn’t 
bad, this record will stand for a 
while.” 

Four days after finishing his 
Wildcat days with the school’s 
course record, Murray took 
place in the Cape Ann League 
Championship Meet held at 
Bradley State Park in Topsfield. 
He took fourth place in the 
meet, another step in the right 
direction. 

“I came in fourth place which 
was good,” he said. “The three 
kids who beat me, are the only 
three kids who beat me during 
the regular season. The kid 
who won beat me by 20 seconds 
during the season and he beat 
me by 20 seconds (on Saturday) 
so it was pretty even. 

“I knew what to expect, but 
the three kids who beat me had 
better kicks than me at the end 
so that’s what kind of hurt me.” 


Murray came across the fin- 
ish line with a 16:57 time for the 
3.1 miles, but said the last half 
mile or so really did him in and 
it had nothing to do with the 
rain or cold weather. + 

“The conditions weren't tha 
bad,” he said. “It was a little 
slippery but the hills were 
tough considering our course js 
very flat. We don’t do a lot: of 
hill work so the last half mile 
killed me.” ti 

Bradley said that it was quite 
a performance by Murray at 
the CAL Meet and quite an 
exciting race. ‘t 

“Chris ran a fabulous race,” 
said Bradley. “It was very excit- 
ing. He lost to the same three 
kids he lost to during the regu- 
lar season all by pretty much 
the same margin. I don’t think 
Chris could have run a better 
race. I don’t think he could’ve 
done any better: He told me 
before the race started that he 
didn’t want to leave anything 
behind and he certainly didn’t. 
He’s had a great season. Two 
years ago Dan Vassallo finished 
fourth at the CAL Meet and 
Chris did the same and that’s 
the best we've ever done there.” 

Now Murray will gear up for 
the Division 3 sectional meet, at 
Franklin Park in Dorchester; 
Murray said he’s had a history 
of lackluster performances at 
FP, but knows this is it so he’s 
looking to a strong finish. 

“Historically I've never done 
well in any big meet so I’m just 
looking to finish a little lower 
than I have in the past,” said 
Murray. “I don’t know if it’s 
nerves or what but there's a 
million people all competing at 
once and I guess I just tense 
up.”

Triton to go 8-0 


Message to the ‘Cats 
was loud and clear

Knowing that emotions were 
probably still left out on the 
Pentucket High School field 
from six days earlier, 
Wilmington High football coach 
Bob Almeida was very con- 
cerned when his team was in a 
tied game at halftime during 
their home contest Friday 
night against a two-win Triton 
Regional squad. 

“I was fired up,” he said. “I 
let them have it at halftime but 
then we talked about things and 
it was just important to calm 
them back down again. Before I 
left I said we're in a dogfight 
and we knew we would be in 
one and now it’s time to play 
some football. 

“We knew the playbook was 
wide open because everything 
was right there for us. We felt 
we could throw the ball. Joe 
nissed dome throws and we 
vad some drops. But we 
‘thought the passing game was 
‘here and we certainly ran the 
oall well. We weren't panicking 
out we were disappointed with 
the score at the half. 

“Being in a 7-7 game coming 
out of the locker room at half- 
time they were all fired up and 
they we took the wind out of 
their sails with a couple of 
touchdowns.” 

Due to penalties, misexecu- 
tions on some throwing plays 
and giving up a long 65-yard 
touchdown run tu Shane Lee, 
had the Wildcats down 7-0 with 
4:10 left in the first half, But a 
few minutes later, the ‘Cats 
strung together an 8-play, 70- 
yard drive which tied the score 
at halftime as Zack Mayo 
scored on a 5-yard run going to 


his left. ¢ 

“The penalties in the first half 
hurt us,” said Almeida. “Then 
we couldn’t get things going 
and then they popped the big 
play which I thought we were 
held on but it wasn’t called. 
Triton is always well prepared 
and a well coached team. They 
play hard and they hit hard. We 
expected this kind of game 
from them. If we were able to 
execute some of our stuff in the 
first half we would’ve done bet- 
ter. 


“I’m very proud of the kids. 
They are a pretty resilient 
group, who doesn’t panic and 
just keeps playing. They faced 
a lot of adversity and the kids 
came through and I’m pleased 
with that. We have to clean up 
on our pass defense right now 
and that seems to be something 
we need to work on. After mak- 
ing some loud corrections we 
got retooled, made some cor- 
rections and we got it done.” 

In the second half, 
Wilmington opened the game 
wide open scoring on its first 
three possessions. They started 
the ball on their own 34 to begin 
the third quarter and they 
reeled off a nice drive thanks to 
several passes in the flat from 
Herra to Zack Mayo. The com- 
pletions of 17 and 20 yards even- 
tually moved the ball to the 
Triton 14 and on fourth down, 
Robbie Gillis went to his left 
and scored his first touchdown 
of the season making it 14-7. 

“They were trying to take 
away the inside run and they 
were giving us the flat and we 
hardly ever run that play but it 
was there,” said Almeida. 
“Coach (Bob) Gillis talked 
about how it was wide open and 


we went to it and it worked. 
They started to cover it so we 
stopped doing it but it worked 
when we did do it.” 

Wilmington’s Brian 
Giamberardino recovered an 
onside kick giving Wilmington 
the ball again on the Triton 39. 
Seven plays later, Herra scored 
on a l-yard quarterback sneak 
pushing the lead to 21-7. 

Triton cut the lead in half 
answering Herra’s touchdown 
with a score of its own, but 
junior wide out Sean Murphy 
put the game away early in the 
fourth quarter. He scored his 
llth touchdown of the season 
making a great leaping catch 
from Herra on an ll-yard toss 
with 8:01 left in the fourth quar- 
ter. That was Herra’s 15th 
touchdown pass of the season. 

Wilmington managed 360 total 
yards of offense in the game 
including 302 on the ground. 
Giamberardino led the way 
with 93 yards on 8 carries, 
while Zack Mayo contributed 
with 89 rushing yards and 3 
catches for 47 yards. Herra 
completed 4-of-11 passes for 58 
yards and also rushed for 56 
yards on 9 carries. 

Almeida said he was worried 
heading into this game that his 
players could have overlooked 
the Vikings especially coming 
off the big win over Pentucket. 

“A little bit I was concerned,” 
he said. “Last week you could 
feel the tension pretty much 
because it was such a big week. 
This week we just did our work 
and went through it. We tried to 
explain to them that this is one 
of those trap weeks where you 
could get caught in and all of 
the hard work we put in up til 
this week would be for not.”

The Shawsheen Tech girls 
soccer team has had an out- 
standing season to this point, 
winning their second consecu- 
tive Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference championship, and 
qualifying for the state tourna- 
ment for the third consecutive 
season with a 7-7-4 overall 
record and a 6-2-4 record with- 

in the CAC, 

With these feats the Lady 
Rams accomplished two of the 
three goals they had set for 
themselves at the start of the 
season.

Adams. Other schools in the 
tourney are Blue Hills, Tri- 
County and Blackstone. 

According to Viveiros, he 
knew of this discrepancy at the 
start of the season due to his 
scheduling of games against 
more difficult opponents. But, 
also according to Viveiros, he 
had received assurances that 
this requirement would be 
waived for his team. 

“We had cleared this with Mr. 
Bradley who governs the voca- 
tional schools, but we were still 
told now that nine games is not 
high enough,” Viveiros said 
“We're all pretty disappointed 
with the decision, and what 
that means is that it disquali- 
fies our entire league because 
we all played nine vocational 
games.” 

Probably the most difficult 
part of the decision for Viveiros 
was that it came as a result of 
him trying to put more quality 
opponents on his team’s roster, 
while some of the other voke 
schools in the tournament have 
done jus the opposite. 

“Blackstone dropped both 
Minuteman and us from their 
schedule to pick up weaker 
opponents,” Viveiros said. “We 
were 3-0-1 against them in the 
past few years and they 
dropped us, but they are in the

MOVIE: “SAW” 
GRADE: ** 

This movie tries to create 
a scenario filled with tension 
and fear, and it would have 
been more successful had the 
plot been a bit more believ- 
able. 

Two men wake up in a 
dungeon of some sort, shack- 
led to a wall and, being 
watched by a mad man, who 
tells them that one must kill 
the other, or they and family 
members he is holding 
hostage will die. A saw is 
conveniently placed in the 
cell, not strong enough to cut 
through the shackles but cer- 
tainly adequate to cut 
through one’s own flesh and 
bone, if one so desired. You 
get the picture, and sit back 
awaiting the obvious scenes 
of self mutilation and pain 
that are on the way. 

The problem is, the dia- 
logue is so generic that you 
can’t build up enough of a 
relationship with the charac- 
ters to particularly care one 
way or the other what hap- 
pens to them. And the twist 
at the end further fosters the 
lack of believability that sur- 
rounds the movie. A good 
scare on Halloween weekend, 
but this movie isn’t much 
other than that.

remake of his own film for 
the benefit of American 
movie audiences, and the 
result is one of the creepiest 
flicks to hit the big screen 
this year. 

Sarah Michelle Gellar 
trades in her tools as a 
Vampire Slayer to play 
Karen, a nursing student 
who has followed . her 
boyfriend to Tokyo, where he 
is studying architecture. 
When a co-worker fails to 
show up for work one day 
(understandable, considering 
the poor girl, Yoko, was 
sucked up into the ceiling 
and had her jaw ripped out), 
Karen takes on a case visit 
involving an elderly 
American woman suffering 
from dementia and lethargy. 

Upon visiting the woman’s 
home, Karen learns that, 
filthy living conditions aside, 
there are a few other prob- 
lems in the woman’s home - 
namely, an ashen-skinned 
boy who screeches like a cat 
scurrying around, while a 
mysterious black cloud floats 
about and takes the shape of 
a woman every once in a 
while, scaring anyone who 
sees it into a catatonic stu- 
por. 

Shimizu creates a gen- 
uinely disturbing horror 
movie, not unlike “The 
Ring”, another American 
remake of a Japanese horror 
hit that made it big at the 
box office in recent years. 
One lesson to take home 
from the theater - it just 
doesn't pay to be an 


American in Tokyo these 
days, as almost every victim 
that meets a violent end is 
from the States. 


MOVIE: “TEAM AMERI- 
CA: WORLD POLICE” 
GRADE: ** 

The creative duo behind 
“South Park”, Trey Parker 
and Matt Stone, break from 
the world of animation and 
utilize marionettes to satire 
world political figures and 
the action movie genre, but 
fall short of creating a truly 
funny movie. 

The film starts in Paris, 
where a team of American 
forces takes on terrorists and 
levels much of the city in the 
process, The leader is killed, 
so the American government 
looks to hire an actor who 
can act like a terrorist and 
infiltrate the bad guy net- 
work. They hire a man play- 
ing in an AIDS -related musi- 
cal, which allows the actor’s 
guild to become involved, 
and politically-active stars 
like Sean Penn and Alec 
Baldwin are lampooned. 

The duo behind South 
Park are much better at hit- 
ting the funnybone with bath- 
room humor than they are 
with political humor, but they 
are able to get their actions 
stars, wooden marionettes, to 
show more emotion and act- 
ing ability that Stallone ever 
did in the Rambo films. 


MOVIE: “FRIDAY 
NIGHT LIGHTS” 
GRADE: *** 

This better-than-average 
sports movie takes the inter- 
esting approach of making 
the team itself the star of the 
film, rather than focusing on 
a few individual players.

Bissinger about Odessa 
‘Texas, where all that matters 
is whether the Permian High 
School Panthers football 
team wins each week. Billy 
Bob Thornton plays coach 
Gary Gaines, but the film 
really focuses on the team 
itself, as the director spends 
most of the time focusing the 
camera on life on the field 
and in the lockerroom and 
homes of the players when 
they are done. The rare 
moments when the plot 
involves characters outside 
the team are shots of towns- 
people talking about the 
team. 

This movie rivals films 
like ‘Hoosiers’ in capturing 
the energy and intensity of 
amateur athletics, and the 
passion players and fans 
bring to these events in small 
town America. A great film 
for football fans, but also an 
enjoyable take for anyone. 

MOVIE: “THE FORGOT- 

TEN” 
GRADE: ** 

Julieanne Moore stars in 
this thriller that advertises 
itself as having a twist to 
rival ‘The Sixth Sense’, but 
the biggest twist is that when 
the end comes, you're still 
waiting for something to hap- 
pen. 

The storyline involves a 
mother who lost her son in a 
plane accident, and is having 
a hard time dealing with the 
loss. Suddenly, his image dis- 
appears from photos, old 
newspaper articles, all 
records, in fact, and she 
begins to feel like she is los- 
ing her mind as everyone, 
even her husband and

“The Board of Selectmen 
took measures to alleviate a 
situation on South Street 
involving speeding motorists 
by approving new speed lim- 
its throughout the area,” 
notes the Reading edition of 
the "Daily Times Chronicle." 

“The new regulations will 
cause quite a few drivers to 
hit the brake pedal out of 
confusion, based on recom- 
mendations made _ by 
MassHighway during a speed 
study of the area. The new 
regulations are as follows: 

“South Street - Eastbound 
~ Beginning at the junction 
of West Street, then easterly 
on South Street: 0.20 miles at 
25 mph, 0.17 miles at 35 mph, 
1.08 miles at 30 mph, ending 
at the junction of Hopkins 
Street, the total distance 
being 1.45 miles. 

“South Street - Westbound 
- Beginning at the junction 
of Hopkins Street, then head- 
ing west on South Street: 1.08 
miles at 30 mph, 0.17 miles at 
35 mph, 0.20 miles at 25 mph, 
ending at the junction of 
West Street, total distance 


being 1.45 miles. 
“During a public hearing 
on the issue, residents 


expressed that new stop 
signs that were put in over 
the summer have helped 
reduce the excessive speeds

‘A chronic disease is one that

Woburn 

Woburn experienced a 2.82 
percent decrease in total crimes 
from 2002 to 2003. While violent 
crimes increased from 91 to % 
over that time period, property 
crimes fell 3.66 percent, from 
901 to 868. 

There were six rapes and no 
murders in town, and robberies 
jumped from 22 to 27, while 
aggravated assaults fell from 67 
to 63. Burglaries dropped from 
106 to 91, while larcenies fell 
from 708 to 681. The number of 
motor vehicle thefts rose from 
87 down to 96. 


Every type of violent crime 
fell last year nationally with one 
notable exception: Murders 
were up for the fourth straight 
year. 

After reaching a low point in 
1999 of about 15,500 homicides, 
the number has crept up steadi- 
ly since then to more than 16,500 
in 2003 - or almost six murders 
for every 100,000 U.S. residents. 

That was a 1.7 percent 
increase from 2002 and a jump 
of more than 6*percent' since 
1999.
